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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are pending in this application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on May 2, 2005 was noted 
and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, 
the examiner has considered the information disclosure statement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 10 is directed towards a non-statutory 
class of invention. Applicant should reword the claim to recite as a method. 

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd. App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 provides for the use of a deodorant composition, but, since the claim 

does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 

method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 

merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 

practiced. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bolle 

etal. (US 6,217,942). 

Applicant is claiming a deodorant composition comprising a lignin and a phenolic 

compound-oxidizing enzyme. 

Determination of the scope and content of the prior art 

(MPEP §2141.01) 

Bolle et al. teaches a composition comprising a solution of lignin mixed with a 
phenolic compound-oxidizing enzyme (abstract). Column 3, lines 3-14 teach that the 
lignin solutions are aqueous solutions. 

Ascertainment of the difference between the prior art and the claims 

(MPEP §2141.02) 

The prior art does not teach the intended use of the composition as a deodorant 
or that the composition contains a fragrance or flavor. 

Finding of prima facie obviousness 
Rational and Motivation (MPEP §2142-2143) 

Intended use must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
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claim. Since the compositions are the same in both the instant invention and prior art, 
one of ordinary skill in the art could use the composition of the prior art as a deodorant. 
The addition of a fragrance or flavor would have been an obvious to one of ordinary 
skill, as it is known that flavors are added to deodorant compositions for oral use and 
fragrances are added to deodorant compositions for addition odor masking capabilities.
